A large oil slick appeared on the 
surface of the water and bubbles 
rose after American bombers a t­ 
tacked the submarine, Gen. Andrews 
said.

D ED U C TIO N 
Bad debts constitute a consider­ 
able item in the returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one of two ways—either by deduc­ 
tion from gross income in respect 
to debts ascertained to be worthless 
either in 
whole or in part 
and 
charged off, or by a deduction of a 
i easonable adoition to a reserve for 
bad debts. Taxpayers were given an 
option for 1921 to select either of the 
two methods. 
The method used in 
the return for 1921 must be used in 
returns for subsequent years un- s 
less permission is granted bv the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
to change to the other method ■ 
Application to change must be made 
at least 30 days prior to the close 
of the taxable year for which the 
change is to be effective. 
However 
a taxpayer filing a first return for 
1941 may select either of the two! 
methods, subject to the approval of 
the 
commissioner upon 
exam ina­ 
tion of the return. 
Permission to 
adopt the reserve method is limited 
to taxpayers having a large number 
of accounts where credit is extended 
over a considerable period of time 
It is not granted for the purpose of 
handling one specific debt. 
W hat constitutes a 
“reasonable 
addition” to a reserve for bad deb's 
must be determined in the light of 
the facts, and will vary as between 
classes of business and with condi- 
| tions of business prosperity.

decreased prices as one m ethod o\'. 
com batting bootlegging. In 1934, net 
profits 
were 
$2.228,757 
while 
last 
year profits skyrocketed to $19,504,- 
393. 
“T here are two factors 
which 
stim ulate 
bootlegging,” 
C h i l d s 
stated, “T h ere are excessive federal 
liquor 
taxes 
and 
excessive 
state 
store prices.” 
He pointed out th a t federal taxes 
had 
been 
progressively 
increased 
from $2 a gallon to $4 while state 
store prices reflected the boost. 
As a policy of fixing liquor prices, 
Childs said, the board should as 
certain if the prices were fair to 
both the consum er and the state, 
and rem em ber th a t prices should 
not be based on the principle of 
revenue only. 
In addition, “prices 
should be lower th a n in surround 
ing license states as the state stores 
are re ieved from m any expenses 
which s re borne by private business.
